Fliection Theorie?. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your special correspondent, Mr. Law- 
rence, has at no stage seemed to be 
aught more than lukewarm about Cox's 
chances. His theory rests upon conclu- 
sion that Wilson carried the Western 
states because he was to keep us out of 
the great conflict and that the Govern- 
ment blamed for the H. C. L. present 
conditions will not be supported in the 
league program. 

His view appears to consider that the 
voters who supported the anti-war pop- 
ularity have now completely reversed 
ideas by accepting the very condition dis- 
carded in taking Harding anti-league 
versus Cox.
